Text of the Lesson, Luk« xiii, 18-35. 
Memory Verses. 18, 19 — Goldan Text, 
Matt, vii, 21 — Commwitarlr > l spSft d 
by Rev. D. M. Steam*. 

Tbe topic of tins study is entitlt-il 
"Lcssuiis Ljv tlie W;i,v." mid in tile 
verses for totlny we li;ive lessons fur 
all tin.' wuy. ;ilu:iys ceiiteriiij; upon 
Him wbo ia "tbe way," luited by Ills 
adTccsaries, rcjotocd la by His people 
(Tww 17). Tbara is mch In ths les- 
aoB coneernlns tbs Unadoai. (or which 
He tanght os to pray to oar Fatber In 
Uenren, snying "Thy kingdom come."* 
We must distinguish between tlie pres- 
ent iijie. duriiii; wliii li tlie iiinsdom is 
postponed :iud wlii( li our Lord spoke 
of as "tbe mystery of tbe Uiii);duni of 
God" (JInrk iv. lli. niid the kin>;doiii 
itself to be s.t up on this enrlb ;it 
His seioiid coining in f-'lory. 

The two p:ir:iliies of our lesson must 
be studied in the ii;;ht of tlieir si-ttin;; 
not only here, but ;is tirst retorded in 
Matt. xiii. The closing verses of our 
lesson cbupter tell of tbe desulsitiun 
of Jerusalem until lie sball cunie 
again. But wbcn tbe kingdom coiues 
Jerusalem shall t>e the throne of tbe 
Lord, a city of truth and a praise In 
the earth (Jer. Ui. IT; Zech. viil. 3: 
Isa. Isii, 67). In Ps. cii, IG, it is written 
that the Lord will build up Zion when 
He shall appear in His glory. Tbe 
klntdom was at hand when onr Uird 
was hefe la hnmiUatlon. as was 
prescbed by onr Lotd Himseli; and by 
Hte apoBtleik as well as by John the 
Baptist, bat becanse they rejected 
Him and kUled Htan He pbOnly told 
theaa that the klngdoa woaM not come 
till His VBtam fhim the far coontry 
(Lake Hz. U. 12). He did not bcdn 
to speak In parables nntU they deter- 
mined to kfll Him tllatt sll. 1-t). Then 
follows In Matt. zlU the seren parables 
deacrlMnc tbis age of tbe mystery of 
the kingdom. Tbe parables of the 
mustard seed and of the lesren In 
this lesson are repetitious of two of 
those, the former s|>eaking of a great 
tree with birds in the branches and 
tbe latter of lenvon in tbe food. 

In exphiiniiiK tho pnnilile of the sow- 
er our Lord said that the birds repre- 
sented the wicked one (Matt, xiii, 4, 
19), and a symbol once explaine<l 
stands. We baTe seen in a recent les- 
son that leaven Is always a symbol of 
evil. The teaching therefore Is that 
in this ace of the mystery of the king- 
dom or the time between the rejection 
and tbe comini,' of the kingdom, uuiuy 
followers of the \vi< keJ one will pro- 
fess to be interested, but the teaching 
will become thoroughly corrupt, and 
tares, the work of the devil (Matt, xiii, 
3S. 301, will be found with the wheat 
till the end of this age. To all these 
deceived and deceiving ones lie will 
have to say, "I know you not whence 
ye are; depart from rae, all ye work- 
ers of iniquity" (verses 2<;, 27). Many 
shall come from all parts of tbe earth 
to share and enjoy tbe kingdom, while 
many who thought themselves deserv- 
ing of it sball find their place where 
there is weeping and ganshl^ e< tsetb 
(verses 28. 2U). 

We most ponder well and lay to 
heart tbe words of oar Lord to one of 
tbe best and most reilcloas men of his 
day. "Except a man be bora of water 
and of tbe SpMt. he cannot eater lato 
tbe kingdom of God" Uohn 01. SK

again. It Is not for as to tnlt ahoat

SILAGE FOR SHEEP. 



Judieiouaiy Ussd I nsil a gs Is a Cheap 
and VataisM* Fesd. 

Accurate data r^ardlng the value 
of silage in a ration for fattening 
sheep and lambs are scarce, bat what 
tbeie are Indicate that It is nsefnl, ssys 
EHis B4« of tbe Dnivecrity of Ne- 
braska. As fhr iMK-k as the early nine- 
ties the MMrigan experiment station 
fed some lambs on silage and other 
foodstaffs. The gist of their ilndlng:^ 
la to tbe efr<H.-t that a mixture of 
fodders composed lan;cly of a good 
qaaUty fit silage pcwved a cheap and 
snccessfnl ration for fattening lambs. 

Tbe Iowa station st Ames made 
some comparative tests of dry hjiys, 
roots and sUage as roogbage in 19M 
and 1907. In lots fed the drat winter 
the silage cheapenct the ration consid- 
erably. Daring tbe second winter tbe 
varions lots were fed fur s long period, 
188 days, and tbe sitaige lot refused to 
est moeh silage. They ate almost as 
mnch grain and bay as the other lot 
did and the gain on these sibige lambs 
was more expensive than was that 
ane of the other food coBaMnn- 
But the avenge «t the two 
years was favocable to the use of 
silage as a means of chcapeidng tlm 
ration. The lamba ftom all hito fla- 
lahed into market toppers, bat the 
dressed carcasses showed the silags 
lambs a little superior on the hook. 
Taking these few expethants then 
into Gonsidsratien and also the gen- 
eral rM u l ts which various fe e de rs hare 
obtained te pthctical work, it ■terns 
that silage has aa important pisce 
among desirable and economical feeds 
for fattening sheep. 

It is my oplniott that silags can be 
fe<I to sheep with satisfactory results. 
The use of moldy or froaen silsge may 
cause tnmble. bat good. desn. bright 
silage can be need with excellent re- 
sults, either as a succulent food for 
breeding ewes in winter or ss a cheap 
but satisfactory and efficient roughage 
for fattening sheep and lambs. This 
opinion Is baaed partially on observa- 
tions of flocks which bare been fed 
and partially on the experiments quot- 
ed above. Tbe results to date point 
toward silage as a cheap and valaable 
feed for sheep. 



RATION FOR EWES IN LAMB. 



Alfalfa Hay With Corn Makes an Ex- 
cellent Winter Feed. 

TlioMsaiids of ewes i;irryjng l.imbs 
are surce->!ully f.'il in this r.iiintry 
every winter with no ntlier feed tiiaa 
good briu'ht alfalfa bay. -ays the .\a- 
Uonal Stockm in. However, it will do 
no harm, .iml it may lie \m'I1 to give 
these ewes .^^ light latiim •>( ■ orn in 
addition to the b.iy. e<iiei ially as they 
approach lambing time. If the ewes 
are young they will do as well on the 
wliole corn as if it is ground. 

In a large sized lio. k. bnwever. sumi- 
ewes will not have the liest of teeth, 
and it will l)e well to eraek the corn, 
but it should l>e coarse. Sheep like 
corn iti this condition much lictter 
than the meal. Start with ,a quarter 
of a pound of ( orn per ewe |)er day or 
even less and increase to a half pound 
as lamhiag time approaobes. If tbe 
ewes are westerns that hare not tast 
ed com start with but a few grains 
per ewe daily until tbey learn to eat 
it Give all the alfalfa hay tbey wUI 
eat up clean. Supply plenty of fresh 
water that is so clean yoa yaatseiC 
would drink it OIvs sslt Mgalsfly. 
and it would be advlsaMs to ass a 
good medicated salt

That he haa Basra Oaa 
done so, has reflected credit upon him- 
self, bis friends and the home of his 
nativity is fully verified by the follow- 
ing article by Arthur B. Krock, the 
i well known newspaper correspondent 
! in a recent letter to the Courier-Jour- 
Inal:- 

j "There is one man on the Isthmus 
I and one only, whose work is such that 
I the fractiooal disturbsoees rags far 
I distant from his sphsra. Ha is William 

I Jennings Price, of Danville, the Amer- 
\ ican Minister, and the labors he is per- 
forming in the interest of the United 
States are as valuable as the canal 
building itself. It is his business to 
see that nothing happens in the Repub- 
lic of Panama that will disturb the 
safety, opsratioo and matntaaanca of 
the caaal, and upon his ■necess very 
much depends. Mr. Price is a young 
man and an exceedingly modest one, 
but he has established relations with 
the Panama Government and the na- 
tive> of the country that have resu!l<.il 
in great good feeling for the Govern- 
ment of the United States. 

While negre blood largely prevails in 
the arnwd raee that iahahito the re- 
public there is enough of proud Span- 
ish and fierce Indian to incline the 
Panamans toward hatred of the big 
country that is digging the canal and, 
while it befriends and protects them, 
does it, at the sams time, patronizingly. 
To the American on the Zone all nativ- 
ea are "speakitties" or "niggers" and 
when be does not s n e er at things Pan- 
aman he laughs, which is almost as 
irritating. So Mr. Price, in his quit? 
way, while undertaking to protect the 
great interests of this Government, 
has undertaken also to promote good 
feeling between the two peoples, and 
it is a work that will yield rich fruit to 
the United SUtes. it keeps him busy 
fifteen hours out of the twenty-four; it 
brings liim up against high barriers 
and seto many stumbling blocks to his 
feet. But he is winning his fight, and 
the results are already appearing. 
The American .Minister i.s one of the 
most popular men in the Republic, and 
when he attends a aative thsatar or 
his carriage is ssea on ito way to a 
Spanish boose the street loungers touch 
their hate to hiai aad bmIm war 'or 
his horses. 

Although the United Slates exercises 
practically a protectorate over Panama, 
and .Mr. Price is actually more power- 
ful by far than the President of the 
countrw, he has masked his power ' be- 
hind gentleness and foibearancs and 
while not sscrifieing fwee snd wateh- 
fulness, has yet been wisely diplomatic. 
No post in the (Jovemment service at 
this time is more important than the 
modest work of the young Danville 
man when the car.al is tinally opened to 
the fleets of the world and the Isthmus 
and military center of this lieaiisphere.

ths trees are meawriala 4rf the energv 
and sinister efficiency of the bouse fiy? 

This is especially true of those lit- 
Ue marble figures that are raised over 
the small mouuds beneath which lie 
the bodies <.f the iafhato aacsiAeed 
through ignorance. | 
For a number of years the Ameri- 
can Civic Association and public health 
agencies have called attention to the 
dreadful aeourge of the honse fly. 
When the anti-fly campaigns were first 
started it was along the line of killing 
them during the lirst warm days of 
suniiner. Much of the energ-. exper.d- 
ed was wasted bee lusc the ilies niu!- 
tipled much more rapidly than the 
blows at ito existence found this mark. 
Tbe campaigns accomplished some good 
result, but were largely like the effort 
of the old lady who attempted to sweep i 
back the tide where one fly was swat 
ted a thousand came lo lake its place. 

There is no question that a preven 
tive campaign started now and 
with suScisnt vigor will 
flisa toafisr 
the most 
swatting 
later.

The way to stop the fly is by pre- 
venting the accumulation of filth, and 
utilizing the simple disinfecting agen- 
cies that the Healtti Department will 
furnish to every citizen.

The Order of the Seraphim. 

The Order of the Seraphim is the 
oldest and most famous of the decora- 
tions in the ;;ift of the king of Sweden. 
Originally it was instltute<i by Magnus 
IV.. some t'AKJ years ago, to commemo- 
rate the siege of Lpsala, the aucieut 
capitil of the Swedish kings, and Its 
statutes bound tbe recipients of the 
order to fight to the death for the main 
tenance of their religion and to consti- 
tute themselves the special protectors 
of the widow and tbe fatherless. 
When it was revived about tbe middle 
of tbe eighteenth centary by King 
Frederick tbe ob|lgatIens laid upon the 
members were somewhat leas oneruna.
